Dutch pirate Radio Horizon did make it across the pond over the holidaysl Mike Leclerc was 
able to get part of the station's address but had some trouble with the ID. Thanks to Rainer's efforts, 
the log can be verified as coming from Horizon's "high powered transmitter." The station was active 
throughout the New Year holiday and was also tentatively heard by ACE DXers Jesse Rose in 
Virginia and Ellen Bloomfield in Illinois. 

Christmas and New Year's Eve provide a window of opportunity to log Europlrates from 
North America since stations run longer schedules & the propagation path is theoretically open 
longer. The problem has been that activity in Europe has shifted to 3 9 MHz. where the tremendous 
amount of ham stations effectively blanket the band. Euro hams are audible on the 75m DX 
window (3795 kHz), but they run in excess of 500 watts with SSB transmitters Europirates.

America are the conditions prevalent during the low part of the sunspot cycle. What this amounts 
to in a nutshell is extreme difficulty for us.

Conditions were better on the low bands for the most part, but few stations and DXers made use 
of this. Unfortunately the pesky coronal hole made its appearance a little earlier than expected, 
striking on Christmas Eve (Merry Christmasl) and causing the noise levels to increase The low flux 
level also contributed to low signal-to-noise ratios and basically made the holiday period the 
"heartbreak hotel" for DXers. New Year's also suffered from the increased geomagnetic activity, 
but was not as severe Two sunspot regions appeared over the Jan 6 weekend, increasing the flux 
and helping propagation on 43m. Expect increased geomagnetic activity in mid-February, 
possibly the I 5th or thereabouts, from the coronal hole. Otherwise conditions should be quiet to 
normal through this month. 73's and best DX from Washington!

The Pioneers of Pirate Radio News 

There is little information available about the efforts made to disseminate information on 
hearing pirate radio stations before the ACE waa founded in 1982. Andrew YooVa books on 
the hobby touch on thia and mention NASWA'e monthly bulletins, then called FRENDX, aa 
being a source. I joined the Free Radio Campaign (FRC-USA) in late 1979. According to the 
volume and number of my first issue of their newsletter, the Wevelength, the FRC must have 
published its first issue in March 1979. Al Muick waa the main force behind FRC, but aa it 
evolved John Arthur (then of Areata, CA). Scott McClettan, Gregg Bares, Scott Blixt and 
Andrew Wallace joined aa editors. I had seen various dub bulletins in the 70'e. including 
SPEEDX and FRENDX. but never aaw mention of pirate radio activity. I joined the lata 
Newark News Radio Club in 1977 and aaw little mention of pirate radio until John 
Santoeuoeeo started a new column in November, 1979, called "Piratee, Spies, and 
Clandestines". It is interesting to note that the early issues of the ACE gave extensive 
coverage to all three of these aspects of iHegaJ broadcasting. While Muick, of FRC, joined the 
army and disappeared from the hobby. Sarrtoauoaao went on to write a column on pirate 
radio for Monitoring Times after tha demise of Newark Newe Radio Club (though if memory 
serves me right. Scott McCleUan waa the first pirate radio columnist for MT). John 
Santoeuosso'e column waa taken over more recently by our own George Zeller. 



Kneitel had a pirate radio column in S9 magazine (a CB publication) aa early aa late 
. maybe earlier. When S9 folded and Popular Communications began in September. 
1982. Al Muick waa the editor of their pirate column. I understand that due to the preaaure 
from the military, Muick folded FRC and quit writing for Pop Comm. Ho waa stationed in 
Germany and had difficulty keeping up with the US pirate scene anyway, which brought 
complaints from many Pop Comm readers and FRC members. Darren Leno. co-founder of 
the ACE, waa than appointed aa Mutck's replacement with Pop Comm. 

I heard my first North American pirate in 1970, but had little or no information on pirate radio 
activity until 1979. What amazes me is that John Arthur recalls that there was a small 
newsletter in the eCa called "Pirate DX News", a play on tha NRC bulletin name, which 
primarily discussed BCB pirates in tha Boston area. It would be interesting to see if anyone 
else recalls any other early efforts to provide information for pirate radio listeners about the

ULTRA-RIGHT WING QUASI-CLANDESTINE WEB SITES 

By E"p'ip"g a new internet provider, I was able to easily call up several home pages maintained by various 
shortwave related groups on the World Wide Web. One of the more mWrating ones is maintained by Radio 
fix Peace International in Costa Rica. You could find it in any one of the many link lists on the WWW that 
refer to international broadcasters. Part of the RFPI page consists of finks to quite a variety of far-right wing 
WWW Home Pages 1 found two that are of interest to clandestine DXers. 

Ernest Zundel, probably one of the moat notorious far-right wing quaswiandestine hosts in the recent 
history of shortwave broadcasting, has an elaborate web page. You can reach Zanders she at 
htppy/204. 181.1 76. 1 /stormfront/zundel.htm on the web, or else you could just fink to his she through RFPI. 
There is an elaborate section devoted to newi of a Spring 1995 arson incident at Zanders house in Toronto. 
This includes pictures of both Zundel and his burned home. He says that the Jewish Defence League has 
claimed responsibility for the arson incident, and that he is offering a $5,000 reward for infbnnation leading 

latest information on a second conspiracy charge trial that he is involved in. The Canadian government, 
apparently unfezed by their defeat in the Canadian Supreme Court on an earlier Zundel conspiracy 
litigation, has hauled him back mto court again.

If you have WWW search capabilities, and if you are interested in background ^formation on various 
groups on the extreme right wing who have programs relayed on stations such as WWCR. then you will 
find the RFPI link page to be quite helpful. Obviously mis material is related to RFPrs "Far Right Radio 
Review" program. 

VOICE OF OROMO LIBERATION 

We have significant news on the r-thiopian rlandcstinc operated by the Promo liberation Front, courtesy of 
BBCMS via Monitoring Times. BBCMS spotted reactivated activity from this one after a silent period of 
eight months during December. During a January 1 5 broadcast, the station announced a schedule of 5960 
kHz between 1600-1700 UTC on Wednesday. Saturday, and Monday. The station ID in me Oromo

in Segalee Bilisumma Oromooh," which translates as, This is the Voice of Oromo 
: station plugs Oromo language and culture, which h claims are being oppressed by the 
Tigrays and Amharas. It also advocates establishment ofa country for Oromos. 

Two other significant news items were ported by BBCMS. First, the station has announced a new address: 
Voice of Oromo Uberation, Postmen S10610. 13366 Berlin, Germany. Second, briefly quoting BBCMS. 
"A recent direction-finding exercise has confirmed mat the shortwave transmitter on 5960 kHz currently 
used by Voice of Oromo Liberation is located in Ukraine." In the past, the station used a Sudan transmitter 
during the late 198CS and early 1990s, h also bought tone briefly during 

llnfbrtunatery, this new schedule is at a time when the signal is almost certainly not going to propagate to 
North America. I checked out the scheduled broadcast on January 20, but I found no signal from either 
Oromo or anybody else within 40 kHz of the advertised freo^ieocy at this tin»c of day. 

BLOOMFIELD CUBAN OBSERVATIONS 

It was good to hc*r from Him Bfoomfkld of Illinois this month. Ellen notes that she regularly hears U Voz 
del CID on 6306v kHz with a good signal in the evenings.

I note myself that Radio 
Havana's evening 49 meter transmission usually comes m pretty well, even on the 
while Im driving around But. the audio modulation seems to be somewhat erratic from day to day, 
sometimes suffering from a hum in the carrier or variable degrees of carrier modulation. IVe never noticed 
that this was restricted to newscasts critical of the United States, however. Has anybody else noticed 
airything in the Radio Havana signal mat might indicate that the station is jammed, even intermittently? 

AFGHANISTAN CLANDESTINE TRANSMITTER SWITCH 

Radio Message of Freedom, an anti-Afghanistan clandestine that used to use 7090 kHz. has moved its 
frequency from 7090 kHz to 6235v kHz. According to BBCMS. the station is now irregularly heard at 
0230 and 0730 UTC on an irregular basis. Both of these transmissions would have some chance of 
propagating to North America. The station is the voice of Golboddin Hekmatyar-s Islamic Party of 
Afghanistan (Hezb-e Eslami). Meanwhile. 7090 kHz is being used by a new Afghanistan clandestine, 
Radio Voice of Sharia. This one operates around 0345-0415 UTC. BBCMS has not figured out which 
group operates Sharia, but it notes that it plugs the Taleban Islamic Movement Both of these dancWatines 
are full of criticism of the current Afghanistan government, led by President Borhanoddin Rabbani. If you

STATION PROFILES: I've not received any of these until just recently so I thought I'd include 
these, to let you in on what some others are doing "out there- 1 THANKS I First, "Phantom 101 
FM": "Phantom 101 FM" has been in operation for pretty close to 1-1/2 years by the time you 
read this [due to writer's lead-time]; operation is FM from a transmitter built from a kit [no type 
given]. A 4-element Yagi being fed by RG8X coax hangs the signal out for listeners. Reason 
for operation is "to provide programming not found on radio stations in the area, such as from 
shortwave pirate types [such as] Radio Comedy Club Int l., Voice of Laryngitis, Food Not 
Bombs Net, and Black Liberation Radio. [Music is] dance and some rap." 

Next is "Party 88": "party 88" simulcasts on FM stereo and AM carrier current on irregular 
basis, "a few nights a month". Reason for operation is "Why not?!" The station s programming 
includes a diverse music mix and comedy - but NO opera! Transmitters are a Panaxis FM10S 
& LPB 5-watt AM. The FM antenna is a 1/2-wave cdinear 50 feet above ground fed with 
RG58AAJ coax; on the AM side, either carrier current feed or 1 70 foot longwlre is used. 

"Party 88's" operator claims about 4.5 mile radius of coverage, but he has no ktea if anyone has 
heard the station. Studio gear is impressive for a small operation: two cassette players, two 
dubbing decks, a decent mixer, stereo equalizer with IMD, about 350 music cassettes and 
nearly 300 CDs.... 

Good deal! Thanks to the operators of both "Phantom 101 FM" and "Party 88" for sharing your 
stations! 



PERSONAL OBSERVATIONS: In the five years I've been a microbroadcaster and "into" Part 
15, I've found that AM/FM listeners [NOT Oxers] very seldom write reception reports or 
respond to stations, whether Part 15 or gazillion waiters, unless something angers them! In 
some cases, some of us pretty much feel [for lack of a better word] "alone" out there... but there 
are those who make an impact, especially the small community stations In advantageous 



I personally know of one that had a very good mix of music of ALL types, tasteful comedy and 
an hour of old radio shows at the end of their broadcast evening. Due to contributions from 
both radio listeners and area businesses, this station was operating WELL into the "black" and 
was totally self-sufficient with a growing library and studio. At this time, the owners/operators 
are disgruntled, due to the fact they can't reach more people & businesses due to Part 15 
restrictions. The main owner is researching Itoensable tow-powered/TIS [Travelers Information 
Service] or other community/experimental services, to see if he can expand what many of us 
know is a much-needed type of service. Whatever is found, I will do my best to report on it! 

On a technical note, the feedlines the above stations use are, in my opinion, detrimental to low- 
powered transmitters. RG56Mype coax has one of the highest losses: 4.5 db at 100 MHz, toss 
of OVER 50%, if I'm not mistaken! RG8X has about a 3.8 db toss at 100 MHz, still near 50% 
toss. RG8U has arjout a 1. 9 db toss at 100 MHz -please also not that this is based on lengths 
of 100 feet. You only have 100 milliwatts [or 1/10 watt] to play with, make the most of it!!! Use 
the best grade of coax you can get your hands on!!! If you operate, make sure the maximum 
signal allowable gets out - you COULD make a difference!
